About  the 
year  1766  there  was  an  Academy 
named  Queens  Museum  or  College. 
In  1857  there  was  a  college  called 
Charlotte  Female  Institute.  In  1901 
the  college's  name  changed  to  Pres- 
byterian College  for  Women.  In  1912 
the  institution  moved  from  College 
Street  to  Myers  Park  and  again  re- 
sumed its  original  name  of  Queens 
College.
